Behind Cruelty 
There Is Fear 


Nearly always il is true that people 


are cruel because they are afraid. The 
strong, secure person, 
confident in 


his situation and ability to deal with 
it, is seldom cruel. Il is the 
person 


within whom lurks a hidden weak- 
ness and a panicky fear who stoops 
to savage deeds of cruelty. He may 
not admit his fears; 
he 
probably 


thinks he is being strong and stern; 
but behind that mask a devil of fright 
is gibbering and squeaking. 


Close to 300 people have been shot 


to death by the Nazi or their hench- 
men in countries occupied by their 
troops. In most cases lhe 
charges 


against them of conspiracy or violent 
acts are sheer window-dressing. 
In 


many of them ,the people led out 
against a wall were admittedly in- 
nocent. No charge had been placed 
against them; no trial granted. They 
were picked by lot to die for the vio- 
lent resistance of others to the Ger- 
man conquerors. 


This is a cruel, an inhuman thing 
i do. To justify it by fraying that 


soldiers doing their duty had been 
shot in the back is simply to invite 
the counter-question, "Who said it 
was their duty to be lording it over 
other people's homes and cities?" 


The truth is that the German troops 


of occupation are jillery, as well they 
may be. The long-feared outbreaks 
of stealthy violence against them have 
come at last. Any commander charg- 


to 


ed with responsibility for those troops' 
safety 
must 
necessarily 
take 
the 


harshest measures to protect 
them. 


Those measures must be, and are 
jroporlioned to the fear ol what might 
oe the situation of those troops if 
the attacks on them should spread and 
increase. 


It is no good to moralize on the 


icartless inhumanity of shooting ran- 
•lom helpless hostages. It is cruel and 
nbuman as all war is cruel and in- 
niman; il results from war, and it 
•esulls specifically from the kind ot 
war which presumed that a continent 
could be conquered and held under 
ho Nazi heel. On him who made and 
ictcd on that supposition is the blood 
of 
these 
innocents, added 
to tht 


ilood of so many others. 
Again, smothering natural human 


ndignation, will it work? Probably 
lot. Every innocent thus shol has 
ricnds and relatives, sons perhaps. 
Svcry such shooting is a stone drop- 
Jed into a pool and from it waves 
of 
hatred 
will spread 
outward in 


vidcning, ever-widening circles. The 
Nazis know that those waves may 
omc day engulf them. Hence lhe in 
lor terror that lurks beneath the 
nask of rigorousness. 


Says Britain 
Has Taken 
Air Initiative 


Admits Germans 
Still Have Plenty 
of Power in Land 
Operations 


LONDON—M'j—Britain has seized, 


the initiative from the Germans in 
the air, has cut shipping losses two- 
thirds within the pasl three months 
and has several times considered in- 
vasion of the German-dominated con- 
tinent, Prime Minister Churchill told 
the House of Commons Tuesday in 
the most optimistic war review he has 
yet given. 


"Adolf Hitler is suffering from a 


serious shortage in the air," Churchill 
said 'but fur the rest he still retains 
the initative and we have not had 
the force to take it from him." 


Churchill thus did not rule out the 


possibility of a British invasion of 
the continent remarking that "Hitler 
docs not. tell us his plans and there- 
fore I sec no reason why we should 
tell him ours." 


Invasion Peril Not Past 
"In every respect except in the air," 


he said "the Germans are so strong 
that Britain's own peril of invasion 
is not past and only the enormous 
conversion of U. S. factories to pro- 
duce war materials can keep Russia 
on the firing line indefinitely." 


'Many of our supplies have already 


been dispatched to Russia," he said 
mentioning oil, rubber, tin and other 
valuable materials, and "it may be 
that transportation rather than will- 
ingness or ability will keep them from 
Russia." 


"To keep Russia in the fight sacri- 


fices of the most serious and extreme 
kinds will be necessary by the British 
people," he declared. 


Russian Ambassador Ivan Maisky 


leaned over the diplomatic gallery rail 
intent on every word of the report and 
cheering at each reference to the Sov- 
iet Union.

WASHINGTONN - The job of pay- 


ing for defense takes pennies as well 
as dollars. 


Before Ibis war is over you will 


have paid out so many pennies that 
the mere mention of a game of penny- 
ante poker will cause your face to 
whiten. 


Every time you buy a phonograph 


record or a pack of cards or a glass 
of wine after Oct. 1 you will throw 
in a few extra pennies to help pay 
for a two-ocean navy, a drafted army 
and a super air force. 


These pennies will be taken from 


you largely in the form of hidden 
taxes, so-called because they are hid- 
den in the price of a purchased ar- 
liclo. 


Bui look sharply and you'll get 


ail idea of the wallop the new hidden 
taxes can hand out.

Germans Hint

BERLIN —(/P)— A German military 


spokesman said Tuesday there would 
be little news from the eastern front 
for the next few days because of 
"certain reasons" which he did not 
disclose. 


He added that "certain importance 


can be attached to the statement in 
the German press that the campaign 
on the Russian front might run into 
the winter months." 


Axis forces scored successes on the 


north and southern 
flanks of the 


front, it was reported Tuesday. 


Fierce bayonet fighting developed 


Monday at places along the southern 
front where the 'Germans reported 
the Red army counter attacked in 
several sectors but were repulsed with 
losses. 


A German radio broadcast

Helsinki reported that the shortage of 
food was causing increasing desertion 
among Soviet defenders of the oc-

The communique said Italian troops

We considered the laws and cases 
relative to the matter and decided 
that in 1939, owing to'the fact that 
October 1 fell on Sunday, the dead 
line for the payment of poll taxes 
expired at midnight September 30 


It is my opinion, therefore, that 


except in such years as the ones 
when October 1 falls on Sunday, the 
dead line for paying poll taxes and 
assessing delinquent poll taxes ex- 
pires at midnight October 1.

Oil Swindle More Refined 
The race-horse swindle doesn't have 


all Ihe refinements of the oil lease 
swindle. In this case, the victim is 
offered a generous sum for the lease 
of his land, and an option is taken. 
A confederate shows up a day or so 
Inter and offers a far greater sum. 
ine victim then pays over a tidy fee 
to gel oul of his option and, of course, 
the lease never is executed. 


There are other con game swindles, 


but in the upper brackets they all 
add up to Ihe same thing, promis- 
es of great profits for (he "tempor- 
ary use" of lesser sums. 


The con man is the aristocrat of 


criminals. Suavity, ready wit, an out- 
er personality thai begets confidence 
•"•c the tools of his trade. And be- 
cause his victim so often is ashamed 
o confess lhat he has been duped or 
fears to reveal that he has lost large 
sums, the con man sometimes can 
operate for years before the police 
are even aware of his activities

FBI Interested 
in Many Things 


Bureau Has Cracked 
Down on Many 
Big 'Con Rings'

WASHINGOTN — You would think 


(from reading the front pages that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
not interested these days in anything 
but spy and sabotage rings—but it 
is. 


Seven years ago, congress put into 


the hands of the FBI a potent weapon 
against big-time confidence men. It 
was the National Stolen Property Acl, 
which provides punishment up to ten 
years and fines up to §10,000 for in- ' 
tcrstuto transportation of any sum in 
excess of $5,000 obtained by theft or 
the "con game." Since then, the FBI 
has cracked down on some half dozen 
big "con" rings, one of which was 
declared cleaned up just the other 
day with the arrest in Manasquan, 
N. J., of a suspect in an elaborate 
"race-horse swindle." 


With national defense billions on 


the loose and factories springing up 
in many stales, and huge contracts 
often falling into Ihe laps of com- 
munities that have been doing only 
business as usual for years, opportun- 
ities for the con man have been mul- 
tiplied a thousand-fold. 


Tho Late Sir M.irk 
Already the FBI has a case in which 


the victim was a retired munitions 
manufacturer. His confidence 
was 


gained through an imposing person 
with a British accent, who was in- 
troduced as Sir Mark Webster Jcn- 
kcnson, "financial director" of Vick- 
ers Company, Ltd., London. The vic- 
tim even took the precaution of check- 
ing a volume on the British peerage. 
Sir Mark was there all right, but 
what the edition didn't show was 
that the real Sir Mark had been 
dead nearly a year. The proposition 
made to the victim was that he was 
to take an executive post in a big 
new factory. Conferences were held in 
several cities and minute details of 
the con men never slipping once in 


wooden altitude about public relations. 
The other day he offered a studio 
press agent a story for the local pa- 
pers. He'd attended a big parly the 
night before. It went on until well 
past dawn, with Ihe neighbors scream 
ing dire threats, everybody gelling 
thrown in the swimming pool and 
three carloads of police finally ar- 
riving. The agent had an awful lime 
explaining lo Ragland that wasn't 
quite the type of event the movie in- 
dustry likes publicized.
